Hunting the Guilty Man. 


There is a shortage somewhere in 
the Alameda county funds, but just 
where and just who is responsible can­ 
not be determined. 
Although 
the 
matter is dated back to last November 
and although the facts have been in 
the possession 
of District Attorney 
Snook for months, no headway has 
been made in ferreting out the guilty 
party. 


The trouble seems to lie at the door 


of ex-Tax Collector Rosborough or of 
Auditor Whidden, while the present 


Tax Collector, Barber, appears to have 
been the only sufferer, except for the 
people of th~ county. 


Barber found a discrepancy in Feb­ 
ruary last of something like $ur>o. 


Of that amount $483 was located with 
certainty, and the difference was made 
up out of Barber's own pocket. 
T h e 
matter was referred to the Grand Jury, 
and, of course, the attention of District 
Attorney Snook was called to the mat­ 
ter at that time. 


The missing money was a portion 


of the county taxes taken in while Ros­ 
borough was Tax Collector. 
It seems 
that it is customary to have a number 


of assistants in the Tax Collector's of­ 
fice during the rush of taxes, and these 


may be any of the county officials from 
other offices. 
After the Assessor has 
completed the rolls they are turned 
over to the Board of Equalization, and 
any changes made are entered up by 
the clerk. 
The latter turns them over 
to the Auditor, who certifies the foot­ 
ings to the State Controller and the 
State Board. 
He then charges the 
County Collector with the full amount 


of the 
assessment. 
The 
rolls are 
turned over and 
the Tax Collector 
makes out the full amount of the as­ 
sessment, fills out his bills and pro­ 
ceeds to collect the taxes. 
He settles 
with the Treasurer and Auditor, and 
the latter credits him with the amounts 
paid in upon the final settlement and 
the amount delinquent. 
This, with 
the cash returned, offset the amount 
with which he is charged. 
In this set­ 
tlement there appears to be a difference 
as to what is due the county. 
Of the 
amount missing there appears to be 


receipts in evidence for $483.

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The Beanty of Stevenson's Character. 
It is impossible 
to deal, however 
lightly, with the personal qualities of 
Robert Louis Stevenson without dwell­ 
ing on the extreme beauty of his char 
acter. In looking back over the 20 years 
in which I knew him I fool that, sinoe 
lie was eminently human, I onght to re­ 
call his faults, but I protest that I can 
remember none. 
Perhaps the nearest 
approach to a fault was a certain want 
of discretion always founded on a wish 
to make people understand each other, 
put not exactly according to wisdom. I 
recollect that he once embroiled me for 
a moment with John Aldington Sy- 
monds an a maimer altogether blood­ 
thirsty and ridiculous, HO that we both 
foil upon him andrended him. This lit­ 
tle weakness is really tho blackest crime 
I can lay to his charge. 


And, on the other side, what courage, 
what love, what an indomitable spirit, 
what a melting pity! 
Ho had none of 
the sordid errors of the man who writes, 
no sick ambition, no envy of others, no 
exaggeration of the value of this ephem­ 
eral trick of scribbling. 
He was eager 
to help his fellows, ready to take a sec­ 
ond place, offended with 
great diffi­ 
culty, perfectly appeased by the least 
show of repentance. 
Stevenson was the 
most exquisite English writer of his 
generation, but those who lived close to 
him tuo apt to think less of that than of 
tho fact that he was tho most unselfish 
and the most lovable of human beings. 
—Edmund Qosso in Century. 


Tibetan Monasteries. 


Of all the wonders of tho Tibetan re­ 
ligion none is so striking us the abun­ 
dance of monasteries. These great assem­ 
blages of religious houses are full of 
monks, or lamas, and tho marvels as­ 
sociated with them are truly surprising. 
Their number is amazing. They literal­ 
ly swarm in the iuhabited portions of 
Tibet, and a traveler journeying through 
the country passes monastery after mon­ 
astery in endless succession. 


So numerous are thoy that Mr. Rock- 
hill, the 
indefatigftblo 
American ex­ 
plorer of Tibet, tells that, while the 
population of 
eastern 
Tibot is but 
small, ono-fifth consists of lamas. 
Ho 
also says that in his journey from Jyo- 
kundo, in Tibet, to Tachien-lu, on the 
frontier of 
China, a distanco of 
000 
miles, ho passed 80 large monasteries, 
five of which contained from 2,000 to 
4,000 lamas. 
Many monasteries in oth­ 
er parts are equally largo. 


The great monastery of Ktimbum, near 
the Lake 
Koko Nor, contains 
4,000 
monks. 
Cbimndo, which is ono of the 
chief towns in eastern Tibet and con­ 
tains 12,000 inhabitants, seems to be 
half composed of a gigantic monastery, 
and Captain Bower, in his recent jour­ 
ney through Tibet, passed 
the large 
town of Riuchi, which seomed to him 
to bo all monasteries. Tho wealth of 
some of these monasteries is astonish­ 
ing.—All tho Year Round. 


"KBKS Are Cheap Today." 


A good trick was played on a Lan­ 
cashire grocer not long ago by another 
in the same lino of business.

their shops almost opposite each other, 
competition ran high and each tried 
his best to beat the other in prices.
